Hankow, Oct. 7 (By A. P.).- 
Penned up more than a month by 
the red Cantonese armies besieg- 
ing the city, a half million Chinese 
people face death by starvation, 
cold "and gunfire in Wuchang. 
Large numbers of dead lie in the 
streets. Those remaining have 
. eaten dogs, cats and rats and are 
' dropping in pW®blic places. or dying 
miserably in shelters into which 
they have crawled. 

The northern troops of Marshal 
Wu Pel Fu. garrisoning the city, 
having been refused terms of sur- 
render. are holding on desperately 
hoping for armies of their ally, Sun 
Chuan Feng, to break through the 
ee onal cordon 

‘Meanwhile, the relentless and 
well-fed Cantonese outside’ the 
walls rest patiently on their arms, 
having blockaded all exits from the 
city and await the time when they 
shall enter. What will happen then 
is not known. 

Bombing to Begin Sunday. 

The Cantonese have notified the 
defenders that next Sunday they 
will loose a general bombardment 
upon the city of misery, firing from 
Hanyang arsenal across the Yangtse 
river and pouring shells from Pa- 
goda hill and elsewhere in the iron 
ring upon the suffering people. 

A vestige of mercy has been 
_ shown. Beginning ‘last Sunday, 
women and children 6f the impov- 
erished classes have been permitted 
to pass through gates to the 
river, seeking passage across to 
Hankow. Thirty-eight thousand 
have been rescued by boats bearing 
the emblem of the Red Cruss and 
taken to Hankow to be cared for. 

Scenes of horror are witnessed 
each trip of the boats. In the fight 
for places on the boats several hun- 
dred have been trampled to death 
as the maddened hordes struggle 
for rescue. Many, thrown into the 
river, are drowned.

the integrity and honor of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, calls 
for a statement from the klan.”’ 

“Throughout the land,’’ his state- 
ment continued, “various news ar- 
ticles leave the impression that the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is in- 
volved in the Stephenson charges. 
In order that the public may be in- 
formed, the undersigned (Evans) 
presents the following statement of 
facts: 

“In 1922, D. C. Stephenson, of 
Evansville, Ind., was employed as 
a kleagle by the klan, later becom- 
ing grand dragon of the State of 
Indiana. On the first day of Octo- 
ber, 1923, I removed Mr. Stephen- 
son from office. By °° virtue 
of his removal he was re- 
lieved of all official connection with 
the order. Early in 1924, Mr. 
Stephenson. was charged by fellow 
members with gross immorality; 
upon the filing of these charges I 


at Evansville. The klan tribunal 
that sat in judgment sustained the 
charge of gross immorality.”’ 


Banished From Order. 


“Upon receipt of a transcript of 
the trial, together with the recom- 
mendation of Stephenson’s local 
klan, I banished him from the 
order of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

“At no time during Stephenson's 
connection with the Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan was a political elec- 
tion held in the Commonwealth of 
Indiana, either city, States or na- 
tional. In order that our vast 
membership in Indiana might be 
informed concerning Mr. Stephen- 
son’s banishment and the grounds 
for such action, immediately after 
his banishment thousands of copies 
of his trial were printed and dis- 
tributed throughout the State. 

“From the‘public press it will 
be noted that the indictment of 
Stephenson’s alleged political acts 
affects his conduct since, and not 
before, his banishment from the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.”

President Coolidge and _ Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg will be 
ealled upon within a short time 
to indorse or frown upon the next 
important move which the Euro- 
pean powers are expecting to make 
in their program of seeking fur- 
ther economic and financial stabil- 
ity under the Dawes plan. 

The powers, with France, Italy 


and Belgium taking the lead, de- 
sire to begin the sale of the 11,- 

60,000,000 gold mark German 
ailway bonds which are now be- 
Sine held by the allied and associ- 
‘ted powers as security for Ger- 
nan reparation payments under 
the Dawes plan. And any program 
to begin the sale ef any substan- 
ial portion of these bonds means 
Helling them to the American mar- 
ket. This, in turn, means interest- 
ing American bankers in the plan 
and it is well understood that a 
word from President Coolidge for 
or against the plan will be the 
determining factor. 

Inquiry at the State Department 
yesterday brought the information 
that Secretary Kellogg has not yet 
been approached by European 
powers relative to America’s atti- 
tude, despite cabled reports from 
abroad that the United States 
government had already been con- 
sulted. 


Understood in Capital. 


It clear, however, that the 
State Department fully under- 
‘stands the object of the transac- 
tion, especially as Secretary Kel- 
logg himself was America’s repre- 
sentative at the Paris financial 
conference of January, 1925, which 
conference followed the consumma- 
tion of the Dawes plan and in- 
cluded the very provisions for the 
future floating of a gigantic bond 
sale which are now under discus- 
sion by the powers. 

There is no indication that the 
United States government lacks con- 
fidence in the carrying out of the 
bond-sale program, provided other 
circumstances in European affairs 
do not interfere with the hoped-for 
renewal of American faith in Euro- 
pean credit and stability. Thus it 
is assumed by diplomats that the 
French debt settlement to America 
will have been ratified and disposed 
of before the expiration of the few 
months’ period required to work 
out the details of the bond-selling 
plan. 

With circumstances ripe for the 
plan the United States government 
would have a double interest in 
seeing the program materialize. In 
the first place, increased European 
stability would indirectly help the 
United States, and, secondly, sale 
of the bonds would bring increased 
money payments to Unele Sam to 
defray the expenses of the American 
army of occupationin Germany. At 
present the United States gets 56,- 
000,000 gold marks annually, and 
the Dawes plan stipulates that the 
United States may get up to 46.,- 
000,000 gold marks annually from 
other German payments made 
through sales of bonds. 


Selling Plan Simple. 


There is nothing complicated 
about the main features of the 
bond-selling plan. 

When the Dawes plan was drawn 
up Article IV of the report of the 
first committee of experts stipu- 
lated in part as follows, after ar- 
rangement had been made for the 
German government to turn the 
railways over to a company to op- 
erate: 

“The company shall forthwith, 
after its creation, issue without 
payment for the purpose of repara- 
tion, to a_ trustee apopinted by 
the reparations commission, first 
mortgage bonds to a ypnominal 
amount of 11 milliard gold marks, 
carrying interest at 3 per cent per

Virginia police declared Miller a 
suicide and the Arlington county 
coroner issued a certificate of sul- 
cide. As the shooting apparently 
took place on government property, 
it is charged that the coroner 
lacked jurisdiction in issuing the 
certificate. 

Though local detectives agreed 
with Virginia police in the suicide 
theory, Fort Myer officials scoffed 
at the idea of suicide. After an 
autopsy was performed by army 
doctors, it was stated that no pow- 
der burns were found on Miller's 
face or head and that, even though 
he had held the gun at arm’s length, 
his face would have been badly 
burned. 


Argue Against Suicide. 


The bullet entered Miller’s head 
directly in the center of his fore- 
head. Army physicians pointed out 
that it would have been difficult 
for Miller to have held a heavy au- 
tomatic to hig head in this manner 
and fired the fatal shot. 

“If Miller had committed  sui- 
cide,”” a Fort Myer investigating 
Official declared, ‘“‘he would have 
held the gun to his temple.”’ 

Fort Myer officials last night em- 
phatically denied that a note of 
warning had been gent to Miller, 
urging him to beware for his life. 

“If any such letter were sent to 
Miller, it has not been brought to 
our attention,’’ an official declared. 

One of the perplexing angles of 
Miller’s death to Fort Myer offi- 
clals is that of the mysterious 
phone call received at the army 
post shortly after Miller’s body was 
discovered. 

A woman called for Miller, and 
when informed that he was dead, is 
said to have replied, ‘“‘Where was 
his body found?” Before post offi- 
cers could trace the call, the woman 
had hung up the receiver. 

Fort Myer officials last night 
refused to divulge any develop- 
ments in the case other than the 
statement that Miss Gray had been 
exonerated from any connection 
with the case. 


Fiancee Believes Him Slain. 


“The board of investigation is 
gathering facts as rapidly as possi- 
ble,’””’ one member declared, ‘‘but 
the army will continue carrying out 
its policy of not giving out any in- 
formation whatsoever until some- 
thing definite can be decided.’”’ 

Post officials declared they 
knew of no reason why Miller 
should take his life. He was well 
liked at the post and had “no 
known enemies. He was to be 
married to Miss Lucille Kemp, of 
Relay, Va., Sunday. 

Miss Kemp, who was  heart- 
broken by the news of her friend’s 
death, told Fort Myer authorities 
she believed Miller was slain. Ac- 
cording to Miss Kemp, Miller was 
on his way from the fort to her 
home when he was shot.

IN SIEGE OF WUCHANG 
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between the two cities. Holding 
the railroad which runs south to 
their provinces, they sat down with 
full stomachs to starve soldiers and 
civilians alike of Wuehang until 
misery could endure no more. 

The food supply of the besieged 
city grew less. The soldiers seized 
it all.

No Immunity for Surrender. 


The native poor began to suffer 
first and the first deaths took place 
among them, for the rich were able 
to bribe some of the soldiers to fur- 
nish meager portions of food. Fuel 
disappeared and cold was added to 
the suffering of hunger. 

The troops, on small food allow- 
ance, and then none at all, tried 
negotiations with the foe, offering 
to enter his army if promised im- 
‘munity from punishment. No 
terms were offered them and they 
chose to starve rather than to sub- 
mit to the uncertain mercy of the 
Cantonese, 

Recently 200 of the defending 
soldiers emerged from one of the 
city gates and attempted by a sur- 
prise attack to cut their way, 
through the Cantonese to freedom. 
Machine guns sprayed upon them. 
Those not killed at once attempted 
to return to the city, but the gate 
was closed against them by their 
own comrades, and they died 
against the wall. 


Fiercest Fighting of the War. 


London, Oct. 8 (Friday) (A. P.). 
——-The Shanghai correspondent of 
the Daily Mail estimates that there 
have been 20,000 casualties in the 
Cantonese army and the forces of 
Sun Chuan-Fang as a consequence 
of the “fiercest fighting of the 
whole war” near Kiukiang and 
around Foyang lake. 

No decisive result was achieved 
by this. fighting, according to the 
correspondent, who adds that the 
British gunboat Gnat has been 
ordered to Kiukiang, where there 
is panic due to fear that the Can- 
tonese will break through Sun’s 
line and capture the city.

Mr. Eddy received the courtesy 
of the convention floor to report on 
an unofficial industrial survey of 


Europe. during the last. summer. 

He said he spoke only as a pri- 
vate citizen and not as a representa- 
tive of the International Y. M. C. A. 
‘He ‘did not allude to the action of 
the Detroit Y. M. C. A. yesterday 
in withdrawing its invitation tg 
President Green to speak in the Y 
auditorium next Sunday. He rec- 
ommended consideration of the 
problems of Russia as elements of 
far-reaching significance in interna- 
tional affairs. 

“For good or evil from the point 
of view of shaping history, Russia 
is perhaps the most significant 
country in the world today, to- 
gether with our own.” 


Causes Complications. 


New complications in the federa- 
ticn convention program grew out 
of Mr. Eddy’s address, labor lead- 
ers declaring publicly their dis- 
pleasure that the speaker had taken 
advantage of the floor privilege. 

Members of the executive council 
were called to conference with 
President Green after the address 
and a number of delegates gathered 
informally after adjournment. to 
consider possible action looking to 
repudiation of Mr. Eddy’s remarks 
‘as in any manner reflecting: the 
opinions of the convention. 

Labor officials expressed aston- 
ishment at the tone of his address. 

“Regarding the suggestion that 
we send a commission to Russia to 


investigate conditions there,’’ Presi- 


dent Green told the convention at 
the conclusion of Mr. Eddy’s ad- 
dress ‘‘that is a matter for the 
American Federation of Labor to 
decide.’’ 


Business Is Resumed. 


The convention resumed routine 
business today after an interruption 
of two days devoted to protest 
against a move to close Detroit pul- 
pits to labor speakers. 

William Green, president of the 
federation, will attend a mass meet- 
ing Sunday, under the auspices of 
the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ of America, at the First Con- 
gregational church of Detroit. 

Although he will ngt formally 
address the assemblage, he will re- 
spond extemporaneously to an in- 
troduction by the presiding clergy- 
man. Frank Morrison, secretary of 
the federation will speak Sunday 
at a church yet to be named. 

John P. Frey, president of the 
Ohio State Federation of Labor, will 
speak at a meeting of the Detroit 
Ministerial association Monday. 


No Formal Protest Made. 


Following the recommendation of 
President Green. the convention 
ended its discussion on the with- 
drawal of invitations to labor speak- 
ers by representatives of various 
churches and the Detroit Y. M. C. 
A. without recording formal expres- 
sion on the action of the church- 
men. 

Lynn Harold Hough, pastor of 
the Central Methodist church, of 
Detroit, will preside at the Sunday 
meeting at the First Congregational 
church. 

The Rev. James Myers, industrial 
secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches, who arranged the meet- 
ing which Mr. Green will attend, 
asserted he was planning additional 
meetings and hoped to arrange per- 
haps six other addresses Sunday for 
officers of the labor convention. 

The convention resumed the reg- 
ular order of business by unani- 
mously adopting the report of its 
committee on organization, part of 
which called upon the executive 
council of the federation to launch 
a campaign to unionize the auto- 
mobile industry, particularly in De- 
troit.

There was 
no demonstration either against 
the winning team or the umpiring, 
and the Cardinals appeared from 
their actions today to think that 
Bill Dineen was giving them the 
worst of it behind the plate. It was, 
indeed, as the St. Louis followers 
remarked, ‘‘a tough game to lose.”’

“The financial failure of the ex- 
position,’’ said thé» mayor, “has 
been due, not to the management, 
but to the failure of the people to 
go there. While we should have 
had 25,000,000 people in attend- 
ance, we have had less than 5,000,- 
000.”’

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YANKEE VIGTORY FAILS 
TO GHEER FANS AT POST 


Crowds Watching Scoreboard 
Depict Game Not Pleased 
as Cardinals Lose. 


GIVE STORY TOMORROW 


Washington may be an American 
league town but it is not a Yankee 
town. 

That was demonstrated yesterday 
afternoon by the several: thousand 
persons who stood in front of The 
Post and saw through’ the eyes of 


Graham MacNamee, of broadcast- 
ing fame; and The Post scoreboard, 
the Yankees, American league 
champions, win out. in the tenth 
inning of the fifth world series 
game, over the National league 
Cardinals, battling for the baseball 
world championship in  Sports- 
men's park, St. Louis. 

One short sharp yelp from the 
throats of only a part of the gath- 
ered throng greeted the final put- 
out which made certain the Yankee 
victory. There was a sharp con- 
trast between it and the blood- 
thirsty shout. which went up from 
a greater number of throats when 
the ‘‘Bustin  Babe,’’ otherwise 
George Herman Ruth, proved a 
bust and struck out in the sixth 
inning with Yankee runners on 
first and second bases, none out, , 
and the score tied at one all. 

That shout was a brother of that 
which went = when L. Bell, the 
first St. Louis player to bat in the 
seventh inning, poled out a _ two- 
bagger, and that which burst forth 
a minute later when one O'Farrell, 
Cardinal catcher, smacked the ball 
to Koenig in such fashion that Mr. 
Koenig could do nothing else but 
let Bell romp over the home plate 
with the run which put his team 
in the lead. “Oh, Boy, Oh 
Boy,” as Mr. a said at 
the time. 

But the long See yells which 
greeted the score board reproduc- 
tion of the plays in by-gone years 
were absent, quickly choked down 
by the voice of Mr. MacNamee de- 
scribing those ore or two little de- 
tails of a play which could not be 
portrayed on the board alone.

LEVEE OUT NEAR PEORIA: 


Beardstown, Ill.,. Oct: 7 (By A. 
P.).——Isolated for 30 hours by the 
flood waters of Illinois river and 
Lost creek, Beardstown ate food 
uncooked today, used a ferry to 
get up and down the main streets 
and went by boat to establish con- 
tact with the outside world through 
trains which were halted 2 miles 
from the island city. 

The flood, after reaching a crest 
of 25.8 feet today, had receded 
four-tenths of a foot tonight. 

One hundred and fifty extra-men 
were put to work by the public 
utility company which furnishes 
Beardstown with electricity and gas 
to keep the town lighted. Tele- 
phonic communication was main- 
tained. 

Furnaces are floodéd and the 
only heat is provided by improvised 
stoves. The dampness has added 
to the suffering from cold, and 
many of the inhabitants were with- 
out dry clothes. 

Automobiles are standing in the 
streets, many with only their tops 
visible. 

The ferry which plied across the 
Illinois river in normal times was 
pressed into service today for car- 
rying up the principal streets those 
bound on urgent’ business. 

It is hoped that normal communi- 
cation can be restored by Saturday. 

Peoria, Ill., Oct. 7 (By A. P.).— 
Scores of houses were submerged 
and 4,000 acres of corn lands were 
under from 18 to 20 feet of water 
today as the result of a break in a 
levee at Banner, near here. Farm- 
ers fled to higher ground. Five 
men who were on the river in a 
boat were caught in the break, but 
saved themselves by clinging to a 
roof for a quarter of a mile. 

Damage in the district was esti- 
mated at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Liverpool, a village sum- 
mer resort, and Topeka, a small 
town nearby, were reported the 
heaviest sufferefs. 


British Mine Offer 
Rejected by Union 


London, Oct. 7 (By A. P.).—The 
government’s latest attempt to set- 
tle the long-drawn coal strike has 
failed. A delegate conference of 
the miners’ federation today unani- 


mously adopted a resolution reject- 
ing the proposals after the an- 
nouncement of a district vote to 
that effect, of 737,000 to 42,000. 

Announcement of today’s vote 
was a definite answer to the ultima- 
tum jssued by the government yes- 
terday in which it was stated that 
the government offer would be 
withdrawn immediately unless it 
were accepted by the miners. One 
of the features of the offer was the 
provision that if the miners would 
resume work under district agree- 
ments the government would estab- 
lish a national board of arbitration 
to handle any disputed question. 


PITTSBURGH PARKS 
TO IGNORE BLUE LAW 


Safety Director, However, 
Says Sports Are Banned 


on Sundays. 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 7 (By A. 
P.).—The campaign of Director of 
Public Safety James M. Clark to en- 
force the century-old ‘‘blue laws’ 


in Pittsburgh struck a snag late to- 
day with the announcement by Di- 
rector of Public Works Edward G. 
Lang that “the golf links in Schen- 
ley park and tennis courts in all 
other city parks will be open to the 
public as usual next Sunday.” He 
declined to amplify the statement. 

The announcement came after 
Clark had issued: orders to Peter 
Paul Walsh, superintendent of po- 
lice, directing that the names of all 
persons found playing golf, tennis, 
football or ball on Sunday, both on 
public and private property, be re- 
ported to him for prosecution the 
following day. No arrests will be 
made on the scene. 

When Clark’s office was inform- 
ed of Lang’s statement, a spokes- 
man for him said, ‘‘Director Lang 
may open the golf links and the 
tennis courts, but he can not assure 
any person that games will be play- 
ed on either next Sunday.”’

New York, Oct. 7 (By A. P.).—

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THE DISTRICT INQUIRY. 

The special committee appointed by the 
House committee on District affairs apparently 
is getting down to business on a substantial 
basis. Representative Frank R. Reid, of Illi- 
nois, the chairman, issued an invitation last 
Wednesday to. representatives of trade or- 
ganizations, citizens’ associations and other 
civic bodies to appear Monday and give their 
views on District affairs. Thus will be estab- 
lished what is virtually a public forum in 
which all viewpoints will be represented and 
“irashed out. 

The present committee 
last investigation authorized by Congress to 
go into the affairs of a District commissioner. 
During the previous hearings many matters 
were touched upon, which for lack of time 
had to be abandoned. Rumblings of discon- 
tent broke out frequently. Questions were 
asked which never were answered. Finally 
it was decided that, although affairs in the 
District were possibly better than in most 
other cities, ay impartial delving beneath the 
surface would be harmful to none, and would 
at least serve to place before the public the 
true state of affairs. 

Mr. Reid’s committee has been laboring un- 
der rather severe handicaps so far. Because 
of the primaries full attendance of the mem- 
bers has not yet been possible. Furthermore, 
the transcript of the testimony of the pre- 
ceding investigation, which was, to have been 
the basis for the present inquiry, has never 
been printed. At an organization meeting 
held September 24 the handicaps were con- 
sidered, and it was decided, so that work 
might .be started without further delay, to 
tart the ball rolling by taking the testimony 
nd hearing the complaints of all who cared 
oO appear. 

The seven members of this committee have 
an important constructive work to perform. 
They will be asked to hear both sides of the 
perpetual controversy over the schools and 
the five-year building program. Before them 
will appear citizens with worthy ideas, and 
persons with silly pet panaceas. The govern- 
ment’s preper share of District upkeep, the 
huge unpaid tax list, the method of bidding 
for District contracts, and innumerable other 
matters will be brought to their ears. It will 
be their duty to accept and consider these 
matters and make to Congress suggestions for 
necessary improvements. 

To the public, however, this forum will be 
valuable if not one recommendation results, 
for it will stimulate interest in local affairs 
and help to bring out facts which could be ob- 
tained in no other manner. 


BRITISH COAL STRIKE FAILING. 


The inevitable is happening in the British 
coal strike. Men will not forever, for the 
sake of principle, especially if the principle is 
a nebulous one, regard with equanimity the 
spectacle of women, children, or other de- 
pendents, suffering from the pangs of hunger 
and the discomforts and dangers of cold, not 
to speak at all of the minor luxuries, such as 
the smoke, the glass of beer and fhe visit to 


the movies, of which they themselves, as well: 


as their families, are necessarily deprived when 
earning is at a standstill. The executive of 
the British miners’ federation signally failed 
to shake the Baldwin government in the latest 
proposal it put forward for the purpose of 
bringing the strike to an end, and it fails 
equally to produce proposals of its own that 
would be acceptable either to the operators 
or to the government. The powerlessness, or 
the ineptitude, thus displayed, coupled with 
th® long-drawn-out inactivity and consequent 
loss of income, disgusted the miners to such 
an extent that, despising both cajolements and 
threats, they began to drift back gradually to 
work, until by September 30, 160,000 had de- 
serted their leaders and returned to the pits, 
and that number has been considerably in- 
creased in the intervening period. 

It is therefore quite plain that the federa- 
tion executive has lost its grip on the rank and 
file, and there is even danger that disillusion- 
ment and blasted hopes may wreck the federa- 
tion itself, which would be a great pity, for, 
if any body of men anywhere needs an organi- 
zation, it is assuredly the poorly paid British 
coal miners. Recognizing that it had come to 
the end of its tether, the executive decided to 
refer to the men, without recommendation of 
its own, the question of accepting the govern- 
ment’s proposal for a national arbitration 
tribunal and regional settlements, provided 
the strike is called off. It is stated that the

general respect on account of the high office 
and dignified position held by that prelate, ié 
now likely to fall on deaf ears or, worse still, 
to fan afresh the flames of acrimonious and 
empty controversy, without budging any of the 
parties—the operators, the miners, or the gov- 
ernment—one inch from an attitude already 
taken up. When the minister for transport, 
after consultation with the railroad managers, 
declares it unnecessary to curtail rail services 
in order to conserve fuel, it would seem to 
prove that enough coal is being mined for 
ordinary needs, and that the time for ending 
the strike by negotiation has passed. 


GROWING DEBTS. 


The. annual meeting of the national bankers 
brings to public attention the vast expansion of 


credits—that is, debts—in this country. The 
volume of Federal reserve notes outstanding, 
either in circulation or in the vaults of issuing 
banks, is now in excess of $2,000,000,000, and 
appears to be increasing. 

The volume of credits is now greater than in 
any other period since the war. The total of 
private, State, and local government debts is 
growing enormously, The public debt of the 
United States is the only one that is declining. 

The people of the United States are living 
on borrowed money to a greater extent than 
ever before. The: habit of buying goods on 
credit, with payment of the debt in install- 
ments, is well-nigh universal. Installment 
buying is applied to all kinds of commodities, 
and the banks are financing these operations 
by wholesale, involving billions in the mani- 
fold links of the chain that reaches from the 
producer of raw material through the shipper 
and manufacturer to the jobber, retailer, and 
The whole structure rests upon the 
solvency and integrity of individuals. 

The superstructure of debt is built on a 
foundation of national prosperity. Individuals 
enjoy greater credit facilities, and employ them 
more generously, than in any preceding period. 
It is a curious fact, however, that bank de- 
posits are also larger than ever before. Thus it 
is fair to-assume that national prosperity is 
so productive of wealth that it not only war- 
rants enormous expansion of credits, but actu- 
ally stores up: wealth in reserve. Of course, 
much of the borrowing is for business enter- 
prises which command profits and thus add to 
the general wealth; but too many individuals 
are living beyond their means and indulging in 
speculation. They are not only living ex- 
travagantly, but they are gambling on bor- 
rowed money. The tendency of mere specula- 
tion is to inflate prices and thus increase the 
cost of living. 

The bankers of the United States are in duty 
bound to exercise caution in such flush times 
as these, when money is easily made and 
schemes for making money are very alluring. 
It is only too easy to overextend credit. Heavy 
borrowers should be made to show that they 
are in possession of quick and nonperishable 
assets, and not mere speculative or frozen as- 
sets. The country’s resources and productivity 
are so enormous that they can carry the load 
that is placed upon them, but prudent bankers 
will keep a weather eye out, just the same. 
and will not encourage individuals to borrow 


money for pure luxury or speculation.

HOW TO MANAGE HUSBANDS.

MacDonald an instructor of the newly 
formed class for the training of prospective 
brides, which has just been established in the 
university. Instead of delivering -an_ ex- 
haustive lecture on “how to keep hubby at 
home,’’ this worldly wise lady simply warned 
her pupils against too much neatness. 

It is recorded that a cynical teacher in a 
somewhat similar situation suggested, as the 
best means for retaining’ the affection of a 
husband, “feed the brute.” But that was in 
England in the mid-Victorian period. Mrs. 
MacDonald was talking to New England girls 
who will soon have occasion to try their wiles 
upon Yankee husbands of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Time and place are by no means identi- 
cal with the period when that coarse suggestion 
was uttered. : 

Mrs. MacDonald cautioned her pupils against 
overneatness; not overneatness in the mat- 
ter of their own appearance or adornment, 
but neatness of that fussy kind which 
keeps a dustpan and a broom constantly 
in the foreground; that kind of neatness which 
produces a sigh whenever the ashes from 
hubby's cigar drop on the rug or the burnt 
match falls on the table. “Be such a clever 
homemaker that your husband will never sus- 
pect that your house takes a lot of time and 
care,’’ was the admonition. ‘“Justido the work 
so efficiently that when he is around you will 
have sufficient leisure to look charming.’’ 

There could not be wiser counsel. Mrs. Mac-

LEARNERS’ PERMITS. 


An unlicensed automobile operator is no 
longer able to evade the law by the statement 
that a convenient companion seated beside him 
was giving instruction in the art of manipu- 
lating a machine. Effective today, the person 
seated at the wheel must not only have a learn- 
er’s permit, but the teacher, as well, must be 
licensed. : 

It has always been comparatively easy in 
Washington, if one was able to keep his nerve 
and stick to his story, when. caught without, 


a, driver’s license after an accident or a traffic 


violation, to say to the arresting officer and 
later to the judge that a lesson was being 
taken. If the other occupant of the front seat 
had on his person a license, nothing could be 
done on the charge of ‘driving without a per-) 
mit.’ Penalty could be imposed only for the 
accident or violation. Now the law reads, ‘‘any 
person over 16 years of age learning to oper- 
ate a motor vehicle shall first secure a learner’s 


permit to operate such vehicle when under 
instruction of and accompanied by a licénsed 
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issued free of charge to those persons who can 
satisfy the director of traffic with regard to 
their ability to act as instructor.”’ 

The regulation should clear up what has in 
the past been a dangerous practice. Clear in 
its meaning, imposing no real hardship on 
either teacher or pupil, it should be enforced 
strictly. | 


CARE OF INCOMPETENT VETERANS. 


Although many individuals feel that the 
criticism of the veterans’ bureau for its han- 
dling of mentally incompetent former soldiers 
was unwarranted, certainly no one will deny 
that if the many improvements in practice re- 
cently inaugurated came as a result of such 
criticism, it has been of value. During the 
summer, it will be remembered, an announce- 
ment was made that in the future trust com- 
panies, rather than individuals, would be ap- 
pointed in practically all cases as guardians. 
At the same time facilities for personal con- 
tacts beween trust companies and their wards, 
either by trust officers or by some established 
welfare agency, were extended. This new ar- 
rangement has been highly successful, and has 
proved itself, thus far at least, to be far supe- 
rior to the old personal guardianship method. 

Yesterday Director Hines announced what 
he considers to be a most important step in 
the care of mental incompetents—the crea- 
tion of a special advisory council of fifteen dis- 
tinguished lawyers, which will be called to- 
gether here from time to time to aid in the 
solution of all involved questions. In many 
respects the legal advisory council will be sim- 
flar to the medical advisory council] which has 
met periodically at the bureau for some time 
to consider problems in its own field. 

The value of the legal council depends, of 
course, on the type of men selected. Many of 
the most able physicians and surgeons of the 
country, however, have consented to serve on 
the medical board, and it is reasonable to ¢up- 
pose that the legal board will be made up of 
men equally prominent in their fleld. The 
legal problems attending guardianship of in- 
sane veterans are so difficult and controver- 
Sial that the board should soon find its hands 
full. 


INTERNATIONALIZED TACNA-ARICA., 


The frustration of the Tacna-Arica plebiscite 
by Chile has been followed by fruitless efforts 
on the part of Secretary Kellogg to evolve a 


proposal which would be acceptable to Chile 
and Peru. It is understood that he has con- 
templated a division of the disputed territory, 
in such fashion as to permit of access to the 
sea by Bolivia; but preliminary soundings of 
the interested governments have brought out 
the fact that one or the other of them will 
oppose a mere partition of the territory. They 
can not agree themselves upon a line of di- 
vision, and apparently are not willing to con- 
sider any line that may be suggested. Chile’s 
policy is complicated by quarrels in the cabi- 
net, while Peru stands firm]y against the 
cession of the port of Arica to Chile. 

In the circumstances, for the sake of the 

peace and welfare of the nations of South 
America, it seems probable that the interna- 
tionalization of the disputed territory is the 
only solution of the problem. Why should 
not Peru and Chile be asked to make the 
simultaneous and equal gesture of abandon- 
ment of claims of exclusive sovereignty over 
any portion of the territory in dispute, re- 
taining in all of it full rights of residence, 
trade and commerce, under an international 
regime? Thus the citizens of each country 
would have equal rights, and would not be 
subjected to the jurisdiction of either govern- 
ment. Arica, the only seaport of the disputed 
territory, can not be placed under either 
Chilean or Peruvian sovereignty without sub- 
jecting the mixed population to constant tur- 
moil and dangerous friction. <A neutral au- 
therity, supported by both Chile and Peru as 
well as by all other governments, would: deal 
impartially with all inhabitants, as well as 
with Bolivian and other commercial interests 
utilizing the port, and the result would be 
tranquillity and a square deal for all. 
The adjustment of the Tacna-Arica dispute, 
is necessary if South America is to have a 
peace based upon friendship. The ins and outs 
of the old quarrel are such that there is*no 
hope of a reconcillation by merely splitting 
the territory between Peru and Chile, leaving 
Chile in possession of Arica. Peru would be 
warranted in firmly opposing such a proposi- 
tion, since Arica is the key to the whole terri- 
tory. Chile can not be expected to yield Arica 
to Peru, 

The setting apart of the territory as neutral 
ground, available to both but under the sov- 
ereignty of neither, seems to be the only meth- 
od of adjusting this dispute. This method 
would not impair the prestige or affect the ma- 
terial interest of either Chile or Peru. They 
could again clasp hands and without further 
obstacle join their neighbors in the vast and 
splendid task of developing South America.

ARLINGTON CEMETERY. 


The transformation of Arlington 
into a national cemetery was acci- 
dental, according to J. G. de Roulhac 
Hamilton in Current History.

- Basing his views on an analysis 
of the congressional vote in the re- 
cent election in Maine, William Ty- 
ler Page, clerk of the House and 
widely known as an expert political 
forecaster, predicted yesterday the 
Republicans would retain control of 
the House as the result gf the No- 
vember elections. 


Page is convinced that unless Re- 
publican. voters stay home in un- 
expected numbers the Republican 
majority in the House will remain 
substantially where it is. 


For some time Page has been 
making calculations on the outcome 
of the November elections on the 
basis of the Maine election in Sep- 
tember. But instead of generaliz- 
ing about the Maine results, he 
studies the figures and makes a 
close comparison of gains and losses 
‘as compared with previous elections 
in that State. 

This year, Page said a study of 
the Maine results shows the Repub- 
licans gained in every congressional 
district in comparison with the 
1922 election, while the Democrats 
lost in every congressional district 
in comparison.with the 1922 figures. 
The Republicans carried the House 
in 1922 by a rather narrow margin, 
and Page calculates they will retain 
it this year by a margin greater 
than 1922. Moreover, the 1926 
Maine congressional figures, as an- 
alyzed by Page, relatively are close 
to the 1924 figures. 

Sees G. O. P. Victory. 


Taking all factors into account, 
| Page concludes the Republicans 
will hold the House by about the 
same margin as now. If the pres- 
ent House the Republicans have 
about 65 more members than the 
Democrats. 

The analysis of the Maine vote is 
the most definite calculation yet 
made, so far as known here, bear- 
ing in specific fashion on the No- 
vember results. 

Not the least important phase of 
Page’s figures lies in the fact that 
for years he has been making ‘fore- 
casts based on close study of the 
Maine figures in September and 
these forecasts have turned out re- 
markably accurate. 

Republican leaders in House cir- 
cles expressed satisfaction yesterday 
over the forecast. Chairman Old- 
fleld, of the Democratic congres- 
sional committee, made light of it. 

The Republicans, it was learned, 
are hopeful of making important 
gains in House membership in Min-

DEBT RATIFICATION 
WITH RESERVATIONS 
IN PREAMBLE SEEN 


Guarantee Against Payment 
in Excess of the French 
Capacity Is Likely. 


WOULD NOT BE BINDING 


ON U. S. GOVERNMENT 


‘Approval of Accord Now Held 


Almost Certan; Majority 
Is Speculated On. 


Paris, Oct. 7 (By A. P.).—Pros- 
pects of ratification of the Washing- 
ton debt settlement have so in- 
creased during the past ten days 


that all talk in the lobbies of the 
chamber of deputies now is turning 
on its probable majority. 

The strength of the French franc 
in the past two days is attributed 
to a change in attitude toward the 
Mellon-Berenger agreement, and 
parliamentary prophets now figure 
on 350 votes in the chamber for 
ratification with reservations in the 
preamble. This would give a clear 
majority approaching 100 in favor 
of the agreement. 

The socialists will present a mo- 
tion to send the accord back to the 
government with instructions to re- 
open negotiations with the United 
States, but it is thought that this 
motion will not be able to muster 
more than 150 to 200 votes. 


Would Suspend Payments. 


According to the present govern- 
ment program, the reservations 
which will be incorporated in the 
preamble will cover two points: 
(1) A guarantee against payments 
in excess of French capacity and 
(2) suspension of payments if they 
should become impossible without 
upsetting French exchange. 

There is some objection to the 

plan to express these reservations 
in the form presented in a sample 
preamble, since it is pointed out by 
opponents of ratification that thus 
offered they would not be binding 
on the United States and would not 
be operative as far as the Washing- 
ton agreement is concerned. The 
government theory is that, however 
expressed, the reservations serve 
the purpose of laying down the 
principle that France can not be ex- 
pected to undertake impossibilities. 

The government, it is understood, 
will oppose any attempt to delay 
ratification in an effort to reopen 
negotiations or to introduce reser- 
vations in such a way that the 
agreement can not stand as signed 
at Washington. Premier Poincare’s 
hand has been greatly strengthened 
by the fact that the mere announce- 
ment of the cabinet’s determination 
to push ratification was followed 
in’ a. rise on the exchange of 1 
franc to the dollar.

PULLING THE TEETH OF 
MEASLES. 
R. R. H. COWLEY, of Berea 
D college, Kentucky, thinks he 
has found a method of pulling 
the teeth of measles. The students 
at that college are mostly young 
men and women who, having lived 
way back in the mountains, have 
reached the front door of adult life 
without ever having had measles. 
Dr. Crowley says: ‘‘Measles is 
our worst enemy, for there are sure 


to be some 200 of our students who | 


have not had it, and no one has 
found a way of stopping it when it 
is once started.”’ 

During the world war our sol- 
diers had reason to know how much 
pneumonia,  pleurisy, 
scess, suppurating earstand other 
serious trouble followed an out- 
break of measles among young 
men. 


The way to pull the teeth of 
measles which proved effective at 
Berea in 1926 was as follows: 

The blood of a person who has 
recently recovered from measles or 
recently became convalescent is 
used for the cure of those who have 
the disease. It is properly prepared 
and properly preserved. Serum, and 
not whole blood, is used. As soon 
as a person becomes sick with a dis- 
ease that is satisfactorily proven to 
be measles he is given an in injec- 


ition of 45 minims of this blood se- | 
'rum. 
| dermically. 


The injection is given hypo- 


In the epidemic reported on by 
Dr. Cowley:'a few bad cases were 
given 90 minims, and a smaller 
number of very bad ‘ones had the 
dose repeated once. 

The plan he advises is that in a 
case where the temperature is be- 
low 102, 45 minims be injected. In 
the cases with a fever of 103, 90 
minims. In those with 104, 150 
minims. One dose is enough. 

In the 1926 epidemic at Berea, 
they. treated 156 cases of measles. 
There were no serious: complica- 
tions. The fever lasted only about

sick to the ward. The absence of 
coughing among the patients in a 
ward was noted by nurses, patients 
and physicians. Another noticeable 
effect was the absence of earache. 
Dr. Cowley says' ‘‘In former epi- 
demics nearly half the cases had 
more or less earache and there were 
large numbers of running ears. 
After one epidemic, I did twelve 
mastoid operations. This year we 
had a few running ears, but they 
were very few and there were no 
mastoid operations.

‘Lilies for Charm 
and Grace 


IKE s0 many other hardy plants 
| which are used to beautify the 

home garden and grounds, the 
|lilies come in for particular atten- 
| tion at this time of the year be- 
'cause in‘a few weeks more it will 
| be time to plant them. They are, 
'of course, true bulbs, and as such 
| need several months of nongrowing 
| weather after they are put in the 
|ground in order for them to flower 
'as they should next season. 

It is only of comparatively recent 
years that lilies as a class have been 
getting the attention that they de 
serve here in America. We have 
had for ‘generations the old-fash- 
ioned tiger lily and few others, 
some of which are native -to this 
country, but the finest varieties, 
such as lillum regale and lilium 
auratum, are importations from 
abroad which only the progressive- 
ness of the modern plant dealer 
has made available to us. These 
and many others are now obtain- 
able in excellent quality and quan- 
tity, and they should be widely used 
in connection with other herbaceous 
plantings or in separate beds by 
themselvés. 

The two varieties shown here 
(auratum and the dark and light 
forms of speciosum) give but a 
faint suggestion of the stately grace 
of this magnificent plant family. 
Under favorable conditions lilies 
have been encouraged to send up 
stalks nine feet high, but it is per- 
haps just as pleasing and certainly 
far easier to grow them the ordi- 
nary heights, which range from two 
to five or six feet. 

Bulbs of rare varieties are nat- 
urally quite expensive, but many 
excellent sorts can be bought for 
50 cents to a dollar each.- When 
properly planted they will last 
years, and some varieties will even 
increase in number from the origi- 
nal bulb.

INTERRUPT HIS COMIC 
RELIEF WITH SINGLE 


Yankees Won Game Only as an Afterthought, 
Is Conclusion of Writer—He Has Suspicion 


That Cards May Not Be Heroes.

T. LOUIS, Oct. 7.—Merely as an afterthought, the Yankees 
won the fifth ball game of the world series along toward 


sundown today and within an hour the iron-bound property 
trunks of the two ball teams went boorhing into the baggage 
cars for a run back to New York, where the Yanks and Cardi- 
nals will see what can be done about settling this thing before 
the: ski-jumping season starts in. 

Silence floated over the ball pasture, where lately the cus- 
tomers had jabbered.and shrilled so insanely, when the Cardi- 
nals failed in a ten-inning skirmish and the athletes plunged 
down the tunnels leading to the lockers. 


This was the last glimpse that 
St. Louis will have of the world

MONEY. SITUATION EASES 


New York, Oct. 7 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—Selective buying

Higher prices for Liberty bonds 
reflected the freer money situation, 
as evidenced later in the day by 
the retention of the 4 per cent Fed- 
eral reserve rediscount rate. 

Price movements among rails and 
industrials were irregular, with 
fractional advances in numerous in- 
vestment liens offset by declines in 
the more speculative issues. Gran- 
by Mining 7s, Davison Chemical 
6%48s, Warner Sugar 7s of 1941 and 
New York Street Railways 6%s 
were weak, losing 1 to 3 points.

$311,803,900 LOANED 
TO FOREIGN NATIONS 


Borrowing in Last 3 Months 
Sets Record; Germany 
Leads All. 


(By the Associated Press. ) 
Foreign borrowing in publicly of- 
fered loans taken up by American 
investors amounted to $311,803,900 
during the three months of the 
third calendar quarter of this year, 
the Commerce Department estimat- 
ed yesterday. This brought the 
tal of such financing to $890,000,- 
00 for the first nine months of the 
year, and the rate of capital out- 
flow promises, if maintained, to set 


@ new annual record. 

Only the total of publicly offered | 
foreign loans on the American 
money market went into the com- 
pilation, the department’s statement 
emphasized, and actual American 
investments abroad were even 
greater during July, August and 
September than the estimate given. 

Germany was the largest bor- 
rower from the United States for 
the period considered, and took 
$102,000,000 of the total, while 
Latin-American countries took $91,- 
000,000 more. Europeah countries, 
other than Germany, accounted for 
$62,000,000 in borrowings, and 
Canada for $45,650,000.

This program was set forth in a 
series of resolutions, which at the 
Same time stated ‘“‘there is no spe- 
cific .cure for tuberculosis such as 
antitaéxine for diphtheria, and no 
specific preventive for it such as 
vaccination for smallpox.” 

In drawing up the resolutions it | 
is noteworthy that the experts 
showed a disposition to lean on the 
old methods which have been the 
cause of the sharp decline in the 
death rate from the disease during 
the last quarter of a century. 

The resolutions expressed the be- 
lief continuance along the line of 
these well understood measures 
would continue to lower the death 
rate. 


Rely on Old Methods. 


The chief thing sought after is 
enlargement and intensification of 
these methods, particularly that of 
competent supervision and educa- 
tion. And the resolutions particular- 
ly stressed the necessity of devising 
means for fighting the disease in 
its early stages, for conducting the 
fight among school children and 
infants, for increasing sanitation 
and precaution, and for checking 
the spread of infection. 

Imporiant factors for treating the 
disease mentioned were ‘“‘competent 
medical supervision, complete rest 
under favorable conditions, care- 
fully balanced and adequate nour- 
ishment suited to the individual, 
abundance of open air and if pos- 
sible, sunshine, and relief from 
other infections or other physical 
and mental strains and handicaps.’’ 

Tuberculosis in its early stages is 
curable, the resolutions stated. As 
one of the means of control of the 
disease, the resolutions advocated 
the searching out of all under- 
weight children and adults, persons 
in poor physical condition and of 
low vitality, and persons having a 
healed tuberculosis infection, and 
providing each of them such advice, 
treatment, assistance, and relief as 
would minimize the chance of their 
developing the disease.
